There are a couple of issues at play before the engineer conducts the site visit. 

1 . The engineer will review the newly located revised parking lot plans that show the installation of the pay station which reduced the 
dimensions of the planter in question (different from the plans you were provided). 

2. We have liability concerns with the proximity of the stage activity that will be immediately adjacent to the Van Accessible parking 
space. We suggest that the BID install a physical barrier to protect the vehicle and reduce the BID'S liability, such as a 2.5' foot wall. 
Please revise the plan to include a barrier. 

3. The engineer will identify the separate electrical circuits currently being used by the Chamber - it appears that this will be done on- 
site.
